They said the total included clean-up and repair bills, police

preliminary, thev said the bill could become' larger when more 
complete figures become available later this month. 
The district's new nonvoting delegate to Congress, W alter Fauntroy, 
called Friday for the fedaral government to foot the bill. He said the 
three largest demonstrations in Washington last year cost the city 
more than $1 million and, “ the city government should no longer be 
burdened with these costs” 
Among the m ajor costs: 
—The Interior Department said it would spend $513,100 for salaries of 
park police, installation and maintenance of sanitary facilities, and 
the cleaning up of tons of litter and repair of vandalism at city parks. 
—The Pentagon said it could not give an estim ate immediately for 
the cost of transporting 10,000 federal troops to Washington, but a 
spokesman said 9,800 troops were moved into the area in May, 1970, 
and it cost $431,000. 
—The D istrict of Columbia government said one of its biggest items 
would be overtime pay for the city ’s 5,100 policemen, many of whom 
worked 14 to 16-hour shifts. Between Monday and Wednesday, police 
made 10,800 arrests, and the protesters had to be housed and fed. The 
district’s Superior Court spent about $75,000 to run around-the-clock 
court sessions. 
—Leonard 
Hickman of the Hotel Association of Washington 
estimated 48 member hotels lost $250,000 in business during the three- 
week period. 
Capitol Hill tour guides estim ated the inflex of tourists 
had fallen off 50 per cent.

Communists strike 
during truce

Two Americans were killed and 
three wounded at 1:30 p.m.

start—when a mine detonated by 
radio signal went off while they

Cambodia. The truce, proclaimed 
for 48 hours by the Viet Cong and for 
24 hours by the allies, followed a day 
of heavy aerial activity.

The allies specified

of Indochina, Laos and Cambodia. 
The Communists made no reference 
to Laos or Cambodia in their truce 
announcement, but neither they nor 
the North Vietnamese have ever 
admitted having any troops there. 


Allied troops in South Vietnam 
were under orders not to fire unless 
fired upon during the truce. But with 
aircraft freed from missions in Viet­

the air war in Laos and 
Cambodia might actually be stepped 
up, military sources said.

The recent decision by the 
Supreme 
Court 
would 
appear to do more than 
merely authorize busing in 
order 
to 
achieve 
school 
integration. It can be read 
to require it. 
Now it is important to 
recognize that the Supreme 
Court has undertaken what 
no previous court undertook 
to 
do. 
Important 
— 
extremely important — to 
bear 
in 
mind 
that 
the 
S u p r e m e 
C o u rt 
has 
undertaken to do what no 
major 
politician 
ever 
re c o m m e n d e d . 
T a k e 
Senator Robert Kennedy, 
whose 
instincts after he 
became 
famous 
were 
always with the liberal - left 
in American politics. Even 
so, Senator Kennedy, as far 
back as 
1965, came out 
against busing as a means of 
achieving integration in the 
public schools. 


I do not adduce Senator 
Kennedy in order to make 
an undeniable moral point 
He is a useful witness, it 
would 
seem, 
for 
an 
argument based on political 
reality. That is to say, if the 
left-Democratic 
wing 
of 
American politics opposes 
busing, one must assume 
that, roughly speaking, the 
whole of the political body 
politic opposes busing Does 
that mean only the whole of 
the white body politic? The 
figures appear to deny this. 
Even in 1965, a poll of the 
attitudes of black citizens in 
New York City showed that 
c o m p u l s o r y 
school 
integration had disappeared 
from the list of the most 
wanted social reforms. Now- 
six 
years 
later, 
the 
advocates of busing are the 
ideologized 
integrationists 
of years gone by: 
men of 
high ideals, and exemplary 
ambitions for the Negro 
people, such men as Roy 
Wilkins of the NAACP. But 
they are out of touch with 
reality. So is the Supreme 
Court 


Charles 
Evans 
Hughes 
(who 
would 
become 
the 
Chief 
Ju stice 
of 
the 
Supreme Court, and very 
nearly the president of the 
United States» said it all 
plainly 
when 
he 
was 
governor of New York. In a 
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speech delivered on May 3. 
1907: 
“ ...I tell you. ladies and 
gentlemen, 
no 
more 
insidious assault could be 
made 
upon 
the 
independence and esteem ol 
the judiciary than to burden 
it with these questions of 
administration — questions 
which lie close to the public 
impatience, and in regard to 
which the people are going 
to 
insist 
on 
having 
administration by officers 
directly 
accountable 
to 
them ... You will turn upon 
our courts 
— 
the 
final 
safeguard of our liberties — 
that hostile and perhaps 
violent 
criticism 
from 
which 
they 
should 
be 
shielded and will be shielded 
if left to the jurisdictions 
which it was intended they 
should exercise.” 
The defendants, 
in the 
most 
recent 
contention 
(Charlotte - Mecklenburg) 
tried vainly to show the 
Supreme Court that it was 
being asked to adopt a line 
of 
action 
altogether 
different from the line in 
B ro w n 
v. 
Bo ard 
of 
Education, 
in 
which 
the 
Court 
had 
ruled 
that 
compulsory 
segregation 
was unlawful. “ The United 
States, m its brief to this 
Court in the Brown case, 
said 
that 
under 
the 
Constitution, 
the decisive 
inquiry is whether race or 
color 
has 
been 
entirely 
eliminated as a criterion in 
the admission of pupils to 
public schools.’ Insofar as 
the plaintiffs have been able 
to 
ascertain, 
nobody 
claimed anything in Brown 
save that states should be 
required to cease excluding 
children from schools and 
assigning 
children 
to 
schools on the basis of race. 
Since this is all that was 
asked or argued, is it not 
reasonable to say that this is 
all that Brown decided, and 
that Brown is not authority 
for 
requirements 
beyond 
this?” 


We all know what has now 
happend. namely that the 
Supreme Court has ruled 
that the color ot a student’s 
skin is precisely the datum 
which must be considered 
by 
the 
school 
board 
in 
determining to which school 
he 
shall 
be 
sent. 
And. 
inasmuch 
as 
there 
are 
differences 
of 
opinion 
among 
administrators, 
teachers, parents, and yes, 
children, on whether in any 
particular 
situation 
you 
have 
got 
yourself 
a 
prudential arrangement or 
a constitutional crisis, the 
Supreme 
Court 
has 
now- 
involved itself in precisely 
the kind of thing that Chief 
Justice 
Hughes 
warned 
against. And the outcome— 
in 
an 
age 
when 
the 
desirability of law and order 
means more and more, in 
proportion as there is less 
and less law and order — is 
a Supreme Court which, in 
pursuit of racial justice, is 
alienating white and black 
people, 
separately; 
and, 
together, 
alienating those 
who would settle gladly tor 
a 
Supreme 
Court 
that 
concerns 
itself 
for 
the 
maintenance of old laws, 
rather 
than 
for 
the 
improvisation of new ones

Another setback for 
county in welfare 
Another blow to Santa 
Barbara 
County 
in 
its 
efforts 
to 
control 
local 
general relief costs has been 
struck, it was announced 
today by welfare officials. 


A new ruling of the State 
Supreme Court has been 
returned favoring a San 
Mateo 
County 
relief 
recipient on the grounds 
that a county cannot deny 
general relief to a client 
merely 
because 
he 
is 
employable. 


Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Board of Supervisors last 
year had approved a policy 
denying general relief — 
financed from county tax 
funds exclusively — to many, 
employables. 
The 
action 
had the effect of cutting 
general relief costs. 


Welfare Director Arthur 
Nelson 
said 
this 
ruling 
which is applicable to all 
county welfare systems will 
be sure 
to add 
to 
the 
county's welfare costs in the 
1971-72 fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 


Nelson has also informed 
County 
Administrative 
Officer Raymond Johnson 
that welfare costs in the 
county are expected to rise 
because of another factor. 


He explained that his office 
is now studying impact of 
the 
Federal 
conformity 
issue 
involving 
Aid 
to 
Famlies 
with 
Dependent 
Children (AFDC). Grants 
have been raised 21.4 per 
cent. Some costs will be cut 
out, but this increase is 
certain to raise the general 
level of costs to the county, 
he declared.

reform program is expected 
to have 
some effect 
in 
helping 
to 
control 
the 


county’s 
1971-72 
welfare 
costs, provided legislative 
measures are enacted, he 
added. 


A 
saving 
of

Seminaries face 
uncertain future 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


The seminary is the clue to the situation within the 
Church and it presents a very weird picture. Most semi­ 
naries are filled to capacity yet many seminary presidents 
and deans are talking merger or closing. While enrollment 
has soared in the m ajor seminaries, much of this can be 
attributed to divinity deferments granted by draft boards 
and willingly accepted by those who are revolted by the 
war in Southeast Asia. The applications received by 
admission committees have been given generous and 
broad interpretation on vague answers surface concerning 
“call to the ministry” or in-depth theological statements. 
This is not to say that those in seminary are phony or 
insincere—but a change in draft exemptions may affect 
those who are borderline candidates for the ministry, and 
found seminary to be a half-way house between Canada 
and Saigon. 
Costs are simply killing the seminary scene. Small en­ 
dowments, nonaffluent graduates, struggling national 
denominations, inflation, sharp salary increases (to keep 
top men) and enormous investments required in modern 
library, multi-media centers add up to board-room misery 
and merger discussions. Or just closing. And that is not 
as awful as it sounds. Does the Chicago area really need 
two dozen Christian seminaries? Does the United Presby­ 
terian Church have to have seven seminaries to produce 
600 annual graduates? 
The fruit of any m erger is found in the flow of new 
ideas and fresh concepts. Such may be the result of the 
affiliation of Yale Divinity School and its old neighbor, 
Berkeley Divinity School (Episcopal and in New Haven, 
not California). Michael Allen, Berkeley dean, and Colin 
Williams, his Yale counterpart, hope to provide new ex­ 
periments in forms of theological education. Allen sug­ 
gests a very broad scope, when describing this training 
world for Yale Alumni News: 
‘7 wonder,” he said, “if some of the men I am 
going to have to teach should not start visiting 
the sick. And if they visit the sick long enough 
and patiently enough, if they spend enough 
waking hours with the sick and the tortured 
and the pained, maybe one day they will see the 
pattern of suffering that binds mankind to­ 
gether, and then wisdom will begin . . . And if 
they go on visits a little longer, perhaps they 
will see that even greater pattern of hope 
which eternity offers to man.” 
Books, and libraries and lectures have been the classic 
pattern of seminary training. This will not disappear, but 
a new m ajor ingredient must be added, claims Allen. 
“I wonder if some students should not visit 
prisoners. And maybe if they saw enough men 
behind bars, caged like animals, caught in rat- 
infested, 
brutalized 
institutions 
they 
might 
begin to see the pattern of injustices and 
cruelty that binds all mankind together. And 
then perhaps they will work to change those 
prisons into palaces of hope. And they will not 
further embitter the outcasts of the affluent 
society.” 
Seminary has a way of concentrating on the past. The 
ones that survive will have the future in their daily 
schedule.

A bookmark can be an 
empty matchbook cover, a 
bobby pin or a store receipt, 
as city library director Paul 
Thompson has found during 
his extensive experience in 
th e 
p ro fe s s io n . 
B ut 
Thom pson 
d iscourages 
these expedient methods. 
Instead, he is an advocate of 
the real bookmark. And to 
mark his words, he has 
around 
200 
d iffe re n t 
bookmarks gathered from 
all over California the past 
five years. 
Some of these currently 
com prise 
the 
m onth’s 
display at the library, along 
with 
those 
from 
other 
collections. 
Thompson’s 
range from those created by 
hand to exquisite full color 
reproductions on plastic or 
enamel - finish paper. They 
come in a variety of shapes 
and informational quotients 
and have 
been collected 
from libraries, book stores, 
in fo rm atio n 
s e rv ic e s , 
individuals or found in old 
books. 
Them es 
flash 
succinct 
m essages 
on 
spiritual 
enlightenment, 
p r o m o t i o n s , 
l i b r a r y 
services, 
poems, 
history, 
ecology or humanity. 
Imagine 
the 
startled 
onlooker espying the 100- 
peso Japanese government 
paper bill, protruding from 
a passing t^ k . It was the 
type 
issued 
during 
the 
Philippine occupation. Real 
occupation: bookmark. 
U.S. 
Marine 
and 
Air 
Force 
recruiting 
posters

bookmarks. A six-inch ruler 
shares room with the Air 
Force sample, urging one to 
“ Mark Your Place in the 
Age of Space. " 
A cute ditty endorses the 
slogan

Animals." 
issued by the 


California Branch of the 
(National) Humane Society. 
Illustrating this bookmark 
is a cat, its tail curled for 
perforated 
cut-out 
for 
hooking over the page. 
One handmade bookmark 
is 
fashioned 
on 
brown 
construction paper with a 
building, 
presumably 
a 
library, dry - brushed in 
white with poster paint. 
Thompson 
recalled 
that 
these bookmarks were sold 
by a junior division of the 
Friends of the Library in 
Menlo Park as a fund - 
raising project. 
Another is in the form of a 
playing 
card, 
advising 
“ Read for Knowledge and 
Pleasure; Play Cards for 
Relaxation." 
Others 
are 
teasers, such as the foldout 
bookmark querying “ What 
Did Dewey Do’.'" and below, 
“ He invented a system for 
grouping books by subject." 
Thompson elaboated. “ He 
started out by grouping his 
mother’s canned goods into 
categories," he says. 
Other bookmarks cartoon

the Bear for the summer 
reading club, available to 
local youngsters,' along with 
b o ok m a rk s 
from

SORTING OUT the hundreds of bookmarks 
in his private collection is city library 
director, Paul Thompson. Thompson has 
been accumulating bookmarks from all

Robbery and murder were 
rampant. It was an era of 
terror and violence. These 
are hardly words that would 
describe the Lompoc Valley 
today, but in the 1850’s they 
w e r e 
n e a r l y 
d a i l y 
occurrences. 
The 
man 
responsible 
was 
John 
“Jack” Powers, one of the 
most desperate outlaws in 
the history of Santa Barbara 
County. 
His career 
in crime 
started 
in 
1847 
when, 
according to one source, he 
arrived in Santa Barbara as 
an 
e x - s e r g e a n t 
to 
Stevenson’s 
New 
York 
Regiment. He quickly found 
a calling which suited his 
tastes 
and 
becam e 
a 
professional gambler. But it 
seems cheating at cards 
was not enough; he was 
greedy and wanted more. It 
is reported that at one time 
on a gambling spree in Los 
Angeles he made njore than 
$250,000 in gold. 
In order to expand his 
wealth he gathered around 
him some hoodlums from 
the New York Volunteers 
and what was left of the old 
Salomon 
Pico 
gang. 
He 
organized these men into a 
skilled band of thieves and 
m urd erers 
to 
take 
advantage of the bulging 
bags of gold that the cattle 
buyers 
carried. 
Powers 
needed dishonest men, fast 
horses 
and 
an 
adequate 
hideaway. Men and horses 
were easy to get. And for a 
hideout, he chose a vineyard 
in the Arroyo Burro, part of 
the 
San 
Antonio 
Grant 
belonging to Nicolas A. Den, 
today 
near 
Goleta. 
He 
leased 
the 
land 
and 
embarked on a decade of 
terror. 
Jack Powers hid behind a 
mask of respectability. He 
was handsome, personable 
and gallant. He developed 
sophisticated tastes and was 
an 
excellent 
horseman. 
Once at a race track in San 
Francisco, on a bet, he rode 
150 miles and 25 horses in 
less than seven hours. He 
also had a good deal of 
political pull. He was well 
thought of by many people 
in 
the 
state 
capitol, 
including some governors. 
Things seemed to come 
his way. Desperados that 


had 
been 
driven out of 
bigger cities were drawn to 
him. His gang grew. One 
source states that at the 
height of his career some 80 
men were thought to be in 
his gang. Powers had an 
el aborate 
s y s t e m 
of 
undercover “ agents” who 
worked 
on 
the local 
ranchos. 
They 
kept 
him 
informed whenever a buyer 
left with saddlebags full of 
money. 
He 'kept 
horses 
saddled 
day 
and night, 
ready for fast getaways. 
Nicolas Den was the only 
man to stand up to Powers. 
He 
was 
an 
influential 
landowner and a formidable 
enemy. This was a man that 
Jack 
couldn’t 
bribe. 
He 
fought 
against 
Powers 
s e v e r a l 
t i m e s 
when 
e v e r y o n e 
e l s e w a s 
contented to look the other 
way.Don 
Nicolas 
evicted 
the Powers' gang from his 
land and in reprisal his 
mayordomo was shot. Then 
threats were made against 
the Den 
family, his wife 
and children. After a few 
close calls with death, Don 
Nicolas sold his house in 
Santa Barbara and moved to 
Dos Pueblos Rancho where 
his family would be safer. 
He could not fight Powers 
alone. 
Powers’ 
grip on Santa 
Barbara and environs lasted 
nearly 10 years. During this 
time 
he 
attracted 
the 
rejects of San Francisco’s 
Barbary 
Coast and Los 
A n g e l e s ’ 
Ten der loin , 
turning Santa Barbara into 
a place safe for neither 
men, women nor children. 
But Powers’ arrogance 
began to get the best of him. 
He made some errors in 
judgment 
regarding 
the 
amount of bloodshed the 
people of Santa Barbara 
could stand. He tried to take 
one of his men from jail by 
force. He failed. Up to this 
point he had never made 
such 
a 
brazen 
show 
of 
power. 
The final blow came when 
he and his swarthy gang 
ambushed and killed two 
Basque 
cattle 
buyers, 
allegedly at Burton Mesa. 
When the 
bodies of 
the 
cattlemen were discovered, 
so was a black stallion with 
the Santa Barbara brand ot 
the De la Guerra family. 
Marks on the saddle hinted 
that the owner was the 
notorious Jack Powers. For

It is always a pleasure to write about the infinite delights found in and around San 
Diego. Right now, the Automobile Club of Southern California heartily recommends a 52- 
mile drive through the city which will give you a brief — or extended — look at some of the 
major scenic and historic sights for which San Diego is so well known. (By “brief” we mean 
to say that the motor trip around the loop can be made in two or three horns. If you really 
want to see everything in 
depth your “extended” drive 
could go on for days!) 
The first thing you’ll need 
to do is to take any of the fine 
freeways which run to and 
through San Diego; then, get 
onto a surface street (such as 
Taylor, Rosecrans or any exit’ 
to Mission Bay) and look for 
one of the blue and yellow 
signs with the white sea gull.

At the last session of Con­ 
gress, Rep. Jam es A. Mc­ 
Clure (R-Idaho) introduced 
a bill, which if it had passed, 
would have done much to 
prevent the deliberate manu­ 
facture and distribution of 
deceptive fakes and replicas 
of ancient and historic nu­ 
mismatic items not already 
protected by existing coun­ 
terfeit laws. 
The proposed legislation 
failed, but had it passed it 
would have made it unlaw-

ful for any person or firm 
to manufacture or import for 
introduction into interstate 
commerce, a replica of any 
coin—foreign or domestic— 
not presently in circulation 
unless it is marked in ac­ 
cordance 
with 
prescribed 
federal standards. 
In the absence of such con­ 
trol many firms have been 
using replicas of Greek and 
Roman silver pieces for pro­ 
motional purposes and un­ 
less these items are clearly 
m a r k e d “C o p y ” o r 
“Facsim ile” they can and 
have been resold as genu­ 
ine collectors’ items. Without 
appropriate legislation, such 
as the McClure Bill H R. 
5360, this continued practice 
could be devastating. 


But what about current 
domestic and foreign coin­ 
age already under protective 
legislation against fraudulent 
reproduction? The number of 
counterfeits e n t e r i n g the 
United 
States 
each 
year 
through tourist traffic and 
returning servicemen is on 
the i n c r e a s e . If mass 
production of these items 
cannot be stopped, how can 
we 
hope 
to 
prevent 
the 
manufacture of gold 
and 
silver coins not recognizable 
by 90 per cent of the public 
today? 
It has been estimated that 
at least $1.5 million in nu­ 
mismatic value is lost an­ 
nually through the indiscrim­ 
inate buying and selling of 
so-called collectors’ items of 
foreign and domestic gold 
and silver coins not of au­ 
thorized issue. 
A case in point is the $10 
gold Eagle illustrated at the 
top of this article. Four of 
these pieces dated 1889 with 
a retail value ranging from 
$300 to $500 each were pur­ 
chased in Madrid by a non­ 
collecting tourist in June of 
1970. The price paid per coin 
was less than $70. 
A second case in point in­ 
volves the U.S. $1 gold coins. 
Between 25 and 30 of these 
pieces were tested and ex­ 
amined by experts at the Na­ 
tional 
Convention 
of 
the 
American Numismatic Asso­ 
ciation in St. Louis last Au­ 
gust and found to be other 


than genuine. 
Most of these “fakes” are 
of the cast, pure gold variety 
and not immediately detect­ 
able by most coin experts, 
let alone the inexperienced 
tourist. The vendor knows 
this and he also knows that 
tourists from the free world 
are extremely coin-conscious. 
Using this as a gimmick, he 
finds 
little 
resistance 
in 
making a sale. 
It should be the responsi­ 
bility of the tourist industry 
to see that their customers 
are informed of such prac­ 
tices in most of the European 
countries in their visiting 
circuit 
and 
w a r n 
them 
against buying U.S. currency 
in any form at any price. 
Buy your “bargains” at 
home where you can demand 
a certification of authenticity 
which makes a refund man­ 
datory in the event the coin is 
not as represented. Coins pur­ 
chased overseas cannot be 
protected with a certifica­ 
tion, and all you could hope 
for would be that the coin is 
at least pure gold. If that is 
any consolation.
